GENERAL RULES AND FORMS OF THE IRISH 
LAND COMMISSION, 

Dated. October 30th, 189B, 

AS TO APPLICATIONS TO FIX A FAIR RENT FOR A 
HOLDING FOR THE SECOND STATUTORY TERM, 


It is this day Ordered that the following General 
Rules and Forms shall, from this date, until further 
order, take effect and be in force in the Land Commission 
in relation to proceedings taken under section 8 of the 
Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, to fix the fair rent for a 
holding payable daring the second statutory term ; and 
that such ol them as are applicable to such proceedings 
in the Civil Bill Court shall, as from this date, take 
effect and he in force in the several Civil Bill Courts in 
Ireland. 

1. An application to the Court to fix the fair rent for 
a holding payable during the second statutory term may 
be made by originating notice in Form No. 84 or No. 85, 
as the case may he. 

2. Where the Landlord and Tenant of a present 
tenancy agree what is the fair rent of the holding to be 
payable during the second statutory term pursuant to 
section 8, sub-section 6, of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 
1881, they may enter into an agreement and declaration, 
which may he in Form No. 86. 

3. The Landlord and tenant of a holding desirous of 
having the fair rent of the holding payable during the 
second statutory term determined by a Valuer or Valuers, 
to be named by the Land Commission for the purpose, 
may serve upon the Court an originating notice in 
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4, When the first statutory term has arisen under 
section 4 of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, on the 
demand by a landlord of an increase of rent from the 
tenant of a present tenancy, and the acceptance of such 
increase by the tenant, Forms Nos. 84, 85, 86, and 87 
may be modified by stating the names of the Landlord 
and Tenant respectively at the date of such demand of 
increase of rent, and the date at which such increase was 
made, instead of the names of the Landlord and Tenant 
in the Order or Agreement fixing the fair rent, and the 
Record Number of the case as stated in such Order or 
Agreement. 

5, Save as hereinbefore provided all applications to fix 
the fair rent for a holding payable during the second 
statutory term shall be subject to the several Rules of 
the Land Commission now subsisting in relation to 
Originating Notices.
